States only on a basis which will not 
affect her soverignty, President Al­ 
varez Obregon declared today In an 
exclusive statement cabled

added that a treaty is not necessary 
to his country to recognize her in­ 
ternational 
obligations 
and 
she 
neither evades, or will evade, any of 
the obligations which are hers as an 
independent nation. 
The statement 
follows:

your country may demand the sign­ 
ing of a protocol, preliminary to the 
granting of recognition to

it is my opinion that a treaty should 
not exist previous 
to 
recognition, 
nince the rights and obligations ot 
Mexico, like all other countries es­ 
tablishes all regard for international 
law, and there is no necessity for 
a treaty in order that Mexico may 
recognize those obligations and es­ 
tablish them anew. 


"Mexico believes she has a rig!it 
to be considered as any other nation 
subject to the rules of international 
law. The United States may ask for 
its nationals .all guarantees that in­ 
ternational law confer without 
the 
necessity being retained for a pro-

"Moreover, Mexico does not de­ 
mand renewal of friendly 
relations

LEGION FLAG ADDS HISTORY 


Ex-Servlce Men's Emblem Now Proud­ 
ly Floats Where Five Others 
Held Sway. 


The American Legion flag will fly 
in a part of New Orleans that' has 
been under five flags, for the city 
administration has turned 
over a 
building in the heart of the old French 
quarter to posts of the Legion for 
four years. 


Not far from the Legion building Is 
the Spanish Cabildo where the Spanish 
colors flew in the breezes from the 
Gulf of Mexico until they were re­ 
placed by the French. The Louisiana 
Purchase In 1804 resulted In the ap­ 
pearance of the Stars and Stripes on 
the ramparts. Ir. 1812, the British 
flag flew also In that vicinity for a few 
days. Durfng the Civil war the Con­ 
federate colors waved proudly over 
the southern city. When the wounds 
of civil strife were healed the Stars 
and Stripes again reappeared. 


The Legion building will have an 
auditorium, offices and clubrooms. It 
will also house Louisiana department 
headquarters, the Legion employment 
and service bureau, local posts, the 
Women's Auxiliary headquarters and 
the Pellcanalre, official organ of the 
Louisiana department.
